You may expect most items to flower the first sea- 
son after planting provided the planting is done at the right time, but some bulbs 
and plants require two or more seasons to become reestablished enough to bloom. If 
for any reason you want larger plants or bulbs than we normally supply, we will send 
you extra large size for an additional 50% payment. When price per dozen is quoted, 
a single bulb will cost 10% of the quotation. Where price per each is quoted you 
may have a dozen for the price of 10. 
TERMS. Cash with order by currency, Money Order, Personal check or Bank draft. 
Residents of California must enclose the usual 4% state sales tax. Our overseas 
customers having Sterling Exchange may deposit payment to our account in London. 
SHIPMENTS. All orders are sent FOB Arcadia. -When ordering please indicate in 
the space provided on the order form whether you wish to pay the postage after 
receipt of the goods, or have us send the parcels-COD Parcel Post or Express. If 
you want to enclose the carriage charges with your order, you may add 10% of the 
order with a minimum of 50c, in which case there will be no additional charges for

SUBSTITUTIONS. As a general rule we do not substitute unless authorized to do 
so. We suggest that you indicate second choice in case we are sold out of the variety - 
you want. When we are authorized to substitute we will send either another close 
variety of equal value or send some other plant that is similar. For instance, if 
we are sold out of one variety of Achimenes we will substitute another variety of 
Achimenes. We will not substitute a Canna for the Achimenes. Please check the 
proper box provided at the bottom of the order form. 
CULTURE. Because of the great diversity of the materials we offer, and because 
they are sent all over the world, we find it impossible to send out detailed growing 
instructions. You will find the basic requirements of the plant noted in the body 
of the catalog. In most cases it does not matter very much just how you plant the 
bulbs just so you plant them. Use ordinary common sense and plants will take up 
from there and adjust themselves. _ Please do not be too anxious to start the plants 
right away. .Some bulbs will not sprout until the proper time, and no matter when 
you plant them or how’ you treat them they will not sprout until that time. 
It will do you or the plant no good to water, fertilize, use heat or talk to yourself; 
they know the proper time and will stick to it in ‘spite of you. Most persons seem ~ 
to force the plants into bloom early. The plants might respond one season but they 
don’t like it. Even if you succeeded in flowering it early, what are you going to do 
for flowers at the proper season? Why not let the plant bloom at its regular time? 
Keep the bulbs barely moist until you see signs of growth. Any bulb is apt to rot 
if it has no roots to take up moisture and is kept soggy wet. 
ORDER EARLY. Weazare not a big concern, and do not keep large stock of bulbs on 
_hand.. If you order late we might be sold out in which case we will, with your per- 
mission, book your order for delivery the next season. On the other hand, if you 
order early, we can most likely obtain the bulbs for you even if we are sold out. We 
- want to send your order at one time, but since we handle so many different kinds of 
bulbs each of which becomes ready for delivery at a different season, it would not 
be possible for us to do so. You may receive your order in one, two or more separate 
shipments. We get no pleasure from splitting up your order like this. In fact it’ 
costs us ‘a great deal in time and money to do it, but this is an extra service we 
render our customers, for their own sake and for best results. 
WE GUARANTEE the plants Wé send out to be true to variety, and to arrive in good 
condition. When the package arrives open it at once and examine the contents. If 
any item is not entirely satisfactory return us that item (not the whole order) and we 
will pay the return postage and make satisfactory adjustment.

Achimenes 


Achimenes is related to the African Vio- 
lets and if you can grow one you can grow 
the other, except that Achimenes can be grown 
to perfection out of doors whereas African Vio- 
lets are strictly house plants. Plant the small 
rhizomes one inch deep in a porous soil such as 
you would use for Gloxinia or Begonia. A soil 
rich in leaf-mould, peat and chopped sphagnum 
moss with no manure added 1s suitable. Place 
in a shaded location. Water sparingly until ac- 
tive growth starts. Then give more water and 
light and start to fertilize with liquid manure 
when the plants are about two imches high. 
Never allow them to become dry. They will start 
to bloom in late summer. The rhizomes are 
very small and look like some kind of seeds, 
but that has nothing to do with the quality of 
the plants. Some plants just naturally make large 
bulbs while others just as naturally make smal] 
ones.

Blue African Lily 


We present herewith the most complete col- 
lection of agapanthus species and varieties of- 
fered in this country. We also have some others 
in our collection and under observation of which 
we do not have a large enough stock to list here. 
If you are interested in any one type we may be 
able to help you. Along with the commercial 
species and varieties we are offering several new 
named varieties from our own nursery which we 
highly recommend to the collector. 

They bloom during early summer and are of 
easiest cultural requirements. In fact, the most 
frequent cause of failure to flower is too much 
care and fussing with them. Plant in a sunny 
location and leave them alone other than ver 
occasional watering in the summer. Any goo 
garden soil will do and they don’t have to have 
good drainage. Delivery thruout the year, but we 
prefer to mail out the deciduous kinds during 
the winter. By the way, the deciduous kinds are 
ideal for growing outdoors in the cold sections 
as they may be lifted and stored during cold 
weather. 


ALBATROSS. (Giridlian, 1951) The plant 
is large and _ robust, foliage light green 
in color and evergreen. The huge umbel 


of flowers is carried on a stiff and straight four- 
foot stem. There are about 150 flowers. to the 
umbel, each floret over three inches across, of fine 
texture and heavy, long-lasting substance. The 
color is pure white with no suggestion of blue 
ot lavender even on faded flowers. In the center 
of each petal is a creamy mid-rib, and the yellow 
anthers help to give the flowers a creamy cast.

BLUE SKYROCKET (Giridlian, 1942.) A 
variety developed at Oakhurst that tops them all 
for graceful form and brifliancy of color.
